For nineteen minutes Madi­ 
son Square Garden trembled from tiie ■ 
stamping of thousands of feet and the 
roar of voices. 
Mr Taft tri°d to quell the racket, 
but was powerless to do it. 
When the noise ceased Mr. Taft be­ 
gan his address. His voice was hoarse, 
but the crowd was satisfied merely to 
lrok at him, and his every word was 
cheered.

ernor Hughes arrived, hut the throng 
was Impatient to hear the presidential 
and the state nominee. 


Had Made Mary Speeches. 
Their appearance at Madison Square 
Garden came at the end of a day 
which from a political viewpoint was 
most remarkable. 
During rhe day Mr. 
Taft spoke at fourteen meetings and 
Governor Hughes spoke fifteen times. 
Then, whMe the Madison Square m eet­ 
ing was in progress a giant parade 
was wending its wav in a dowmpour 
of rain through the heart of the city. 
These were only the main features of 
th e «lay. 
Hours before the doors of the gar 
den were thrown open long lines of 
tlcketholders had formed and by 8 
o’clock the police had to bar all ex­ 
cept reserved seat tlcketholders. T he 
galleries in the garden were girdled 
wdth American flags, the dome was 
hidden by a mam moth American flag 
and over the main entrance hung a 
blue Yale banner wr!th 
portraits of 
Taft and Sherman upon It. and in the 
center ’’Yale ’78.” Judge Taft having 
been a graduate in 1878. 
A hand of 100 pieces kept th e crow'd 
from becoming impatient during the 
hour or more that elapsed before Gen­ 
eral Horace E. Porter, w«ho presided, 
called the meeting to order. 
General 
Porter spoke 
briefly, predicting the 
election of Mr. Taft. 
He then i n t r o ­ 
duced 
Senator H enry Cabot Lodge, 
who delivered a short address. 
Oscar Straus was Introduced next 
and while he was speaking was inter­ 
rupted hv the appearance of Governor 
Hughe? in the hall. The crow'd sprang 
to its feet, waving flags, the band 
played a lively air, which could hard­ 
ly be heard, and for sixteen minutes 
th ere w«as an uproar.

After ten min­

The governor, who had spoken to

While Governor Hughes was speak­ 
ing cheers w e r e heard outside and 
shouts of "Taft. Taft, Taft,” made the 
governor decide to cut his speech 
short.

The scene was watched with amaze 
ment from the floor of the house, but 
finally the suffragettes were dragged 
from their posts and removed, but 
only after portions of the grille were 
removed with them. 
Ten minutes later there was anoth 
er dramatic scene, a man in the stran 
gurs’ gallery Hinging another bundle 
of hill* down upon the house ami 
shouting: 
“ Whv don't you give women votes 
agd relieve the unemployed?”

Taft spoke at fourteen meetings and 
Governor Hughes spoke fifteen times. 
Then, while the Madison Square meet­ 
ing was in progress a giant parade 
was wending its way In a downpour 
of rain through the heart of the city. 
These were only the main features of 
the day. 
Hours before the doors of the gar­ 
den were thrown open long lines of 
ticketholders had formed and by 8 
o’clock the police had to bar all ex­ 
cept reserved seat ticketholders. The 
galleries in the garden were girdled 
with American flags, the dome was 
hidden by a mammoth American flag 
and over the main entrance hung a 
blue Yale banner with portraits of 
Taft and Sherman upon it, and in the 
center “Yale. *78,” Judge Taft having 
been a graduate In 1878. 
A band of 100 pieces kept the crowd 
from becoming impatient during the 
hour or more that elapsed before Gen­ 
eral Horace E. Porter, who presided, 
called the meeting to order. 
General 
Porter spoke briefly, predicting the 
election of Mr. Taft. He then in tro ­ 
duced Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, 
who delivered a short address. 
Oscar Straus was Introduced next 
and while he was speaking was inter­ 
rupted by the appearance of Governor 
Hughes in the hall. The crowd sprang 
to its feet, waving flags, the band 
played a lively air, which could hard­ 
ly be heard, and for sixteen minutes 
there was an uproar. The excitement 
increased 
when 
Governor 
Hughes 
reached 
the 
platform. 
Men 
were 
standing on chairs, throwing their 
hats into the air and shouting at the 
top of their voices. 
After ten min­ 
utes had passed and voices began to 
grow weak, the audience started to 
stamp and the building trembled from 
the uniform pounding of thousands of 
feet. 
Cheering Did Net Last Long. 
When General Porter introduced 
Governor Hughes as the next governor 
of New York there was more cheer­ 
ing, but it did not last long, for every­ 
one wanted to hear his speech. 
The governor, who had spoken to 
six meetings prior to reaching the 
garden, paid a tribute to Mr. Taft and 
then took up the issues of the state 
campaign. 
While Governor Hughes was speak­ 
ing cheers were heard outside and 
shouts of "Taft. Taft, Taft,” made the 
governor decide to cut his speech 
short. 
It was two minutes after 11 o’clock 
when Mr. Tuft arrived. 
As soon as 
he was recognized there was tremen­ 
dous cheering, which lasted for nine­ 
teen minutes. The crowd 
shouted 
"Taft, Taft, Big Bill Taft,” and sang 
Yale songs while the barid played, 
bul the instruments could be heard 
only when the cheering died down a 
bit. Mr. Taft stood on the platform 
with a smile of appreciation wreathing 
hts round, good-natured face. As the 
cheering continued. minute after min*.

SUFFRAGETTE ~ 


DISTURBANCES 


Compel British Government to 
Take Unusual Action. 


London, Oct. 29.—Suffragette dis 
turbances have driven the govern­ 
ment to the unusual course of tempo­ 
rarily closing the strangers’ and ladies’ 
galleries in the house of commons. 
During the evening, while the house 
was discussing the licensing bill, a 
sensation was caused by the display 
of a placard and sudden shrill cries 
from the ladies* gallery, demanding 
votes for women, while simultaneous­ 
ly a bundle of handbills fluttered down 
from the strangers’ gallery at the op 
posite end of the chamber, and a man 
shouted protests against "Injustice to 
women.” 
Attendants hurried to the galleries 
and the male offender was uncere­ 
moniously ejected, but from the la­ 
dies’ gallery sounds were heard of a 
desperate struggle. Two suffragettes 
had firmly chained themselves to the 
grille and resisted for a time all ef­ 
forts at removal, crying continuously 
in shrill tones their demands 
for 
votes. 
The scene was watched with amaze­ 
ment from the floor of the house, but 
finally the suffragettes were dragged 
from their posts and removed, but 
only after portions of the grille were 
removed with them. 
Ten minutes later there was anoth 
er dramatic scene, a man in the stran­ 
gers’ gallery Hinging another bundle 
of bill® down upon the house and 
shouting: 
"Whv don t you give women votes 
a*jd relieve the unemployed?” 
Attendants rushed upon him, but he 
resisted fiercely the attempt made to 
carry nim bodily from the gallery. 
After a desperate struggle, the atten 
Hants succeeded In ejecting the man. 
About the same time a large body of 
suffragettes made a demonstration out­ 
side the parliament building and fif­ 
teen of them were arrested. 


DIXON DENIES THE STORY

The City Charter 
Net the least important m atter to be 
considered by the voters of the city on 
election day will be the adoption of the 
new city charter, copies of which can 
be obtained by every voter of any mem­ 
ber of the council or city officers. 
Under the new charter all officers of 
the city will be the same as at present, 
except that a water and fight board 
will be created to manage the public 
utilities of the city under the regime of 
municipal ownership which wifi be soon 
be inaugurated, and a park board to 
manage the city parks and boulevards. 
This surely is a change, which all 
municipal ownership advocates desire. 
Another important change will be 
the extension of time for payment of 
street improvements. 
Under the pres­ 
ent charter payment must be made in 
one year, which is so great a handicap 
on small owners that improvements 
are practically impossible. 
Under the 
new charter street improvements can 
be extended over five years, a revolv­ 
ing fund being created for that pur­ 
pose. 
Sewer construction will also be 
assessed as at present in three years.

The City Charter 
Net the least important matter to be 
considered by the voters of the city on 
election day will be the adoption of the 
new city charter, copies of which can 
be obtained by every voter of any mem­ 
ber of the council or city officers. 
Under the new charter all officers of 
the city will be the same as at present, 
except that a water and light board 
will be created to manage the public 
utilities of the city under the regime of 
municipal ownership which will be soon 
be inaugurated, and a park board to 
manage the city parks and boulevards. 
This surely is a change, which all 
municipal ownership advocates desire. 
Another important change will be 
the extension of time for payment of 
street improvements. Under the pres­ 
ent charter payment must be made in 
one year, which is so great a handicap 
on small owners that improvements 
are practically impossible. Under the 
new charter street improvements can 
be extended over five years, a revolv­ 
ing fund being created for that pur­ 
pose. 
Sewer construction will also be 
assessed as at present in three years. 
But one of the best things about the 
adoption of the new charter will be the 
fact that it gives the city home rule, 
in all municipal matters. If any pro­ 
vision O’ the charter is not desirable it 
can be changed at any time at a spe­ 
cial election, if the people by their 
votes so decide. 
The few advantages above enumerat­ 
ed of the new charter over the old, are 
so obvious and so pronounced, that they 
alone would make the charter a neces­ 
sity, but there are a great many more 
which can be seen by comparing the 
two.
